Private  Ward  Charges  range  from  £5  15s.  6d.  to  £7  7s.  Od.  per  week. 
These  charges  include  accommodation,  board,  nursing,  medical,  necessary 
drugs  and  surgical  dressings.  Private  patients  make  their  own 
arrangements  for  their  personal  laundry.  A  charge  of  £1  Is.  Od.  will 
be  made  for  the  use  of  the  operating  theatre.  Patients  should  arrange 
with  their  physician  or  surgeon  the  fees  to  be  paid  for  treatment  or 
operation  and  the  fee  for  the  anaesthetist,  all  such  sums  being  paid 
direct  by  the  patient,  and  being  additional  to  the  Hospital  charges.

The  Nelson  Hospital,  although  situated  outside  the  Parish  of 
Wimbledon,  deals  with  a  large  number  of  cases  from  that  area.  It  will 
be  seen  from  the  statistics  given  on  page  8  that  47%  of  its  in-patients 
and  34.5%  of  its  out-patients  treated  in  1945  were  Wimbledon  residents. 

The  Nelson  is  the  only  Voluntary  Hospital  in  the  Districts  of 
Wimbledon,  Merton  and  Morden  that  has  a  Maternity  Department. 


F orty-Sixth  Annual  Report 


The  Nelson  Hospital  Council  has  the  pleasure  to  submit  its  Report  and 
Audited  Accounts  for  1945. 

With  great  pleasure  the  Council  records  the  well-deserved  award  of  the 
M.B.E.  to  the  Matron  in  tne  New  Year’s  Honours,  1946. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  be  able  once  again  to  show  a  Balance  on  the  right 
side.  A  successiui  victory  Appeal  by  Lord  Dowding  realised  £753.  An  appeal 
to  the  employees  of  firms  in  the  district  to  continue  their  Id.  a  week  con¬ 
tributions  in  aid  ox  the  Wimbledon,  Wilson  and  Nelson  Hospitals  had  a  very 
successiui  response.  The  share  ox  the  Nelson  Hospital  up  to  the  end  ox 
the  year  was  £±M  collected  in  about  four  months.  The  Council  is  most 
grateiui  for  this  appreciation  of  its  work.  A  most  successful  Fete  held  on 
Kings  College  School  grounds  on  August  Bank,  Holiday  produced  £1,6;^ 
towards  our  Building  Extension  Fund.  Sincere  thanks  are  due  to  the  School 
Authorities  and  the  many  willing  helpers  who  contributed  to  such  a  splendid 
result. 

The  work  of  the  Hospital  has  greatly  increased  during  the  year.  No  small 
contribution  to  this  was  'the  passing  ot  the  Education  Act  which  provided  a 
free  medical  service  for  the  local  school-children,  to  meet  which  a  Paediatric 
Clinic  was  opened  in  November  under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  G.  H.  Newns, 
M.D.,  M.R.C.P. 

Every  effort  was  made  during  the  year  to  obtain  permission  to  increase 
the  Maternity  accommodation,  but  owing  to  the  uncertainty  caused  by  the 
pending  publication  of  the  Health  Bill,  and  the  universal  difficulties  caused  by 
the  Housing  and  Building  position,  the  application  was  unsuccessful.  The 
Council  therefore  turned  its  attention  to  drawing  up  a  comprehensive  scheme 
to  provide  in  all  250  beds,  including  60  for  Maternity  and  proper  accommo¬ 
dation  for  Out-Patients.  The  demand  for  the  latter  has  doubled  during  the 
last  ten  years  and  is  still  increasing.  To  ease  the  congestion  the  ground 
floor  of  Biakesley  House  was  converted  for  use  as  a  Physiotherapy  Department, 
where  80-100  patients  are  treated  every  day. 

Another  result  of  the  increased  work  was  the  appointment  of  a  full  time 
Accountant.  Mr.  Rampley,  who  for  the  past  26  years  had  done  this  work 
in  his  spare  time,  found  his  health  was  suffering  owing  to  the  long  hours 
now  necessary.  It  was  with  much  regret  that  the  Council  accepted  his 
resignation. 

The  loss  of  two  old  members,  of  the  Hospital  Council,  Mr.  P.  T.  Oates 
and  Mr.  T.  B.  Nicol,  is  regretfully  recorded,  each  of  whom  had  acted  as 
Treasurer  and  had  given  many  years  of  devoted  w6rk  in  its  service. 

In  accordance  with  the  Constitution,  Mrs.  A.  L.  Parker,  Rev.  H.  W. 
Dunk,  Mr.  Bernard  Ely,  Rt.  Hon.  Lord  Dowding,  G.C.B.,  Mr.  A.  R.  Howick 
and  Lieut. -Colonel  W.  P.  C.  Tenison,  D.S.O.,  retire  from  the  Council  at 
the  Annual  Meeting  and  are  eligible  for  re-election. 

LADIES’  LINEN  ASSOCIATION. 

The  Linen  Association  decided  that,  owing  to  the  high  prices  prevailing, 
strict  economy  was  necessary.  This  gave  the  Mending  Guild  many  hours  of 
repair  work  for  which  the  Council  is  most  grateful.  Another  successful 
Pound  Day  was  held  on  June  4th,  which  brought  in  many  gifts  and  nearly 
£84,  later  expended  on  extra  comforts,  Dunlopilo  mattresses  and  air  cushions, 
for  the  patients  and  £20  towards  their  Christmas  treats. 

Finally,  the  Council  in  recording  its  thanks  for  the  continued  support 
of  the  Hospital’s  many  friends,  would  like  to  mention  especially  the  members 
of  the  Silver  Thimble  Fund  who  presented  the  contents  of  an  ambulance; 
the  Fire  Fighting  Services  and  Wardens;  the  Police;  the  Youth  Clubs  and 
various  Sports  Clubs  who  have  organised  dances,  concerts  and  games,  and 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Joseph  who  raised  over  £100  on  their  behalf.
